Making Pancakes. 


To two pints of flour add two heap- 


ing teaspoonfuls of baking powder, 
one level teaspoonful of salt, two de- 
ssertspoonfuls of dried egg powder 
and mix thoroughly in a bread pan. 
Then add six heaping dessertspoon- 
fuls of evaporated milk and enough 
cold water to make a batter of about 
the consistency of very thick cream. 
This consistency is the crux of the 
whole matter; the batter must be 
neither too thin nor too light. 
It 


should run from the mixing spoon 
in a continuous stream like thick 
syrup. 


Fry in a frying pan kept greased 


with a piece of pork (not butter) 
held on a fork and moved about over 
the surface of the hot pan each time 
just before the batter is poured in. 
The idea of the grease is simply to 
keep the cakes from sticking to the 
pan. 
When more than sufficient for 


that purpose is used the cakes absorb 
it and are invariably heavy and 
greasy and indigestable as a result.

excepting only at the British embassy 
entire readiness to discuss the ques- 
tion of seperate peace was manifest- 
ed. From an authoritative source it 
was learned that the British policy 
is to fight to the finish, no matter 
whether Germany succeeds in con- 


eluding separate peace with every 
one of her allies. 


The decision of the United States 


Supreme Court, upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the income tax law, 
in the opinion of administration lead- 
ers in Congress, has unfettered a 
fruitful source of taxation and made 
easier the revenue problem confront- 
ing the government. It was declared 
by Representative Hull, of Tennessee 
that without any unusual or unjust 
changes the law can be made to yield 
an additional $100,000,000 annually, 
which is a sum of sufficient propor- 
tions to make it possible, if the lead- 
ers deem it advisable, to discard most 
of the miscellaneous taxes suggested 
by President Wilson and Secretary 
McAdoo with a view to meeting the 
$50,000.000 deficit in the Treasury 
and for army aad navy expansion. At 
present the law brings into the Treas- 
ury about $85,000,000. 


Speculation is still playing about a 


tariff commission—about taking the 
tariff out of politics—about putting 
the 
tariff on "a scientific basis", 


whatever that may mean. The latest' 
story is that the President will ask 
such action of Congress. It was be- 
lieved until recently that the federal

How to Build a Camp Fire 


For a noon halt, gather a couple 


I of heaping double handfuls of 
dry 


j twigs about the size of a lead pencil. 
If there are no leaves at hand for 
tinder, shave a few of the twigs as 
finely as possible with a sharp knife, 
leaving the shavings attached to the 
twig at one end. As a support for 
the kettle, set two flat stones on edge 
at an angle about two sides of the 
fire with their rear edges touching so 
as to keep the "fireplace" from col- 
lasping. The bright blaze which this 
little fire gives at the start will get 
up steam in short order and the 
glowing coals which It leaves will be 
just right for frying. 
If no stones 


are "handy", tho kettle may be swung 
from a forked stake driven into the 
ground at an angle so that it will Jut 
over the fire.—February OUTING.

The coming of power (chapter 2) is 


soon tested outside of the circle of 
believers. It is put to a public test, is 
tried as to its efficacy physically, i. e., 
has the Holy Spirit power physically 
as well as over the spirits of men? 


I. The Appeal to Peter and John, vv. 


1-10. 
Following Pentecost the disciples 


Beem to have continued their accus- 
tomed mode of life. (1) The apostles 
and worship (v. 1). As yet, and in- 
deed for many years to come, there 
was no particular separation of Jews 
and Christians. 


Praying men like these two leaders, 


Peter and John, continued to fulfill 
their temple duties. The ninth hour 
was the prayer hour, the hour of sac- 
rifice (Ex. 29:39, I Kings 18:36. 


All true approach to God must he on 


the grounds of sacrifice (Joan 14:6, 
Heb. 9:22) and we must remember 
that this hour was the one at which 
Jesus died for us, our sacrifice (Heb. 
10:19, 29). 


Emphasize the need and importance 


of worship and prayer. 


(2) The afflicted one (v. 2). This 


man had been there often and made 
his usual appeal; his expectation was 
limited to material aid (v. 5); he may 
or he may not have been- familiar with 
Christ and his teachings, but some- 
thing unusual was about to happen be- 
cause the two to whom he appealed 
really knew God and on them now 
rested this new power in the world. 


(3) The apostle's response (vv. 4-7). 


Peter took a good look at the man 
(v. 4). Peter was changed by a look

need. 


(a) Demanding the man's undivided 
attention, Peter gave the man what he 
had not—not what the man wanted or 
expected. 


Peter's words, "Look on us," and 


Paul's "be ye followers of me" (I Cor. 
4:16) 
are in no wise egotistical, but 


in each case the fearless appeal of a 
man wholly God's, men conscious of 
the endowment of power, trying to 
seize the wavering wills of men that 
they might point them to Christ 
(b) Peter aroused the man's expect- 
ancy. 


It is usually men lacking in silver 


and gold who give to the world its 
;reatest blessings and highest good 
(I Cor. 4:11).

must base his appeal upon the facts 
of a personal experience (I. Pet. 4:10

Notice it was the man who 
attracted the crowd, not Peter or John 
for he eagerly held the disciples while 
the crowd gathered (John 5:10, 11). 
This may suggest the weakness of the 
man's faith in that he depended upon 
Peter and John rather than upon Je- 
sus. (1) Peter seized this opportunity 
(v. 12) and began his salutation by 
taking advantage of their curiosity. 


Peter eagerly turned their thoughts 


from himself unto Jesus. He wished 
to divert attention from himself and 
used the miracle for the double pur- 
pose of glorifying Jesus Christ and to 
convict these men of their sin. 


Verses 13,14.-15 contain the charges, 


whereof Peter and John were "wit- 
nesses." They were not to look upon 
"us" as though they had done any- 
thing, nor was it some new God of 
whom they witnessed (v. 13). The act 
of the crucifixion, he grants, may have 
jeen consummated in ignorance (v. 
L7), but since God had raised Jesus 
:rom the dead, and this doctrine ol 
he resurrection was new, therefore 
hey ought to repent even though 
heir acts were in accord with proph- 
ecy.
